1. Claims 1-6, 8, 13 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1, the applicants have presented persuasive arguments, see pages 4-5 of the 
response filed on 3/10/2009, that the cited prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest 
a method of fabricating a filter having calibrated through pores comprises a limitation of 
"the above-mentioned operations being performed in succession during sequential 
travel of the sheefjn combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 1 . The 
previous rejection of claims 1-7 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Van 
Rijn (US 5,753,014) in view of Wolfe et al (US 5,728,261 ) have been withdrawn
